NOTE: Ad (a): The prior art as cited does not show the newly added limitation of lines 13-14 of claim 1 and of the 
corresponding newly added limitation in claim 14 ("the doping profile is non-uniform within the body region"). Therefore, new issues are 
raised with regard to claim 1 and 14 that would require further consideration and/or search. Ad (b): all traverses in Remarks in the 
underlying Proposed Amendment B depend heavily on the newly added limitation "the doping profile is non-uniform with the body region"
